ALL U. S. FORCES IN 
EUROPE PAY HOMAGE 
TO \THEIR DEAD 


Flags and Flowers Placed on 
Graves, Some im Darkness 
of Early Morning. . 


By the Associated Press. | 
WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


IN FRANCE, May 30.—From Flan- 
ders to Switzerland and from the 


battle line to the sea, the American 
expeditionary forces today are pay- 
ing homage to their dead. Wherever 
American flags are flying they are 
at half-staff and before the day is, 
over the Star-Spangled Banner and | 
flowers will be placed on virtually 
every American grave. 

At some points the ceremony took 
place early in the morning, while 
other exercises were held at various 
times throughout the day. Daylight 
saw some graves decorated. 

At one place in the vicinity of 
Luneville the graves had been dec- 
orated in the morning darkness when 
the enemy could not see clearly, for 
the soldiers performing this duty 
might have drawn the German fire 


the American and French flags were 
placéd on the mounds with bunches 
of wild flowers—great red poppies. 
and yellow and white daisies. 

At one of the largest of the base 
hospitals the nurses and some of the 
less seriously wounded men covered 
every grave with a flag and crowned 
each with wreaths. The last resting 
places of American women who have 
died in service as nurses were hon- 
ored equally with those of the sol- 
diers. 

Up close to the American lines 
northwest of Toul khaki-clad troop- 
ers, with the dirt of the trenches stil] 
clinging to them, lined up before the 
spots where the fallen sleep, and 
participated in services in honor of 
the dead. 

On the hillside between Nancy and 
Luneville where the first Americans 
killed in the war are buried in a lit- 
tle inclosed plot in the Franco-Amer- 
icah cemetery, the graves were lit- 
erally smothered under heaps of 
flowers and wreaths brought by the 
French population of the surround- 
ing country. 

From the air, men of the American 
flying forces swooped down and scat- 
tered flowers over the spot where 
Maj, Lufbery and other American 
heroes of the air lie buried.

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GERMANS MAKING RELIEF 


NS 


Three Waves of Infantry, Aided by Our Own 
and French Artillery, Carried Out Planned 
Attack in Less Than 35 Minutes.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN FRANCE, May 29.—The Americans 
have made their first real attack of the war and it was a complete success. 
Advancing up a wooded slope behind French tanks and protected by a per- 
fect and annihilating barrage from French and American guns, our infantry 
at 7 o’clock Tuesday morning stormed and captured the village of Cantigny 
northwest of Montdidier and the German defenses to the north and south 
making an advance of a mile on a two-mile front. 


The Americans went over in open 
formation at 6:45 o’clock, advancing 
at an easy walk and maintaining in- 
tervals as if on parade. The sun had 
just risen and through streaky clouds 
all about, tongues of red flame were 
darting from the muzzles of hun- 
dreds of massed guns, big and small, 
while the air itself quivered with the 
shock of explosions, mingled with the 
deafening yet purring roar that is 
called drumfire. 

Cantigny itself was turned into a 
veritable hell, a pillar of fire and 
smoke, and into it went the crawling 
sinister tanks followed by the Amer- 
ican infantry in thin lines or Httle 
groups. For a while they were swal- 
lowed up in the great white and 
bro and black cloud that envel- 
oped the village, then back to the 
American line came the first mes- 
sage: ““‘We’re here. Everything O K.” 

Thus these troops of the new world 
made their first real entry into the 


war. 

Troops Advanced in Darkness. 

Thus they did what they could 
to help in offsetting the new German 
efforts.

They were also ac- 
companied by a strong detachment 
of engineers, signal corps men and 
carrier pigeons, but the wires have 
The artillery fire 
was tremendous. 

The German batteries at the rear 
were also drenched by gas. A rolling 
barrage behind which the infantry 
advanced was laid by the field guns. 
The infantry went forward first at 
the rate of 50 yards per minute and 
then at 25 yards per minute. The 
moving barrage of fire stalked ahead 
of our men into Cantigny, keeping 


the boche down until the infantry.

The time table was adhered to per- 
fectly. At 4:45 o'clock the artillery 
began a heavy, concentrated fire, 
swelling to a drumfire at 6:45, ‘“‘zero”’ 
continuing thence onward to 7:20, 
when the infantry reached their 
final objectives. 

At 7:30 the infantry outlined their 
position with flares so as to enable 
the airplanes to signal back. 

Thus it will be seen that Cantigny 
was taken in less than’ 35 minutes, 
for the final objectives were beyond 
the village. 

Smoke Barrage Aided. 

There were some tough nuts to 
crack besides Cantigny, itself, such 
as the trench system protecting it 
south, also part of Fontaine Wood, 
and some separate houses at the 
crossroads at the southeastern out- 
skirts of the town, but all were re- 
duced with bombs, bayonets or ri- 
fles, while the machine guns which 
went along with the infantry also 
aided. 

Besides all this, a heavy smoke 
barrage was used, not only to screen 
our infantry from boche observers, 
but to blind the boche gunners. The 
tremendous effectiveness of the 
whole thing was shown by the fact 
that for nearly a half hour after the 
infantry went over the top the Ger- 
man artillery was practically _si- 
lenced. 

This was due especially to the 
‘accurate counter battery work of the 
French heavies. 

So the Americans in their first at- 
tack had the aid of every engine of 
modern warfare—tanks, gas, flame 
throwers, smoke barrage, numbers of 
airplanes, machine guns and auto- 
matic rifles, while some. especially 
heavy trench mortars also were con- 
centrated and hurled great bombs 
into the German trenches from close 
range. 

Early reports all agree that the 
German eefenses were completely 
leveled and the smashed-up trenches 
look like a field plowed by a giant 
harrow. 

Our men walked into the trenches 
through great gaps torn in‘ the 
barbed wire, but in many places there 
was no wire at all for great stretches. 
So much for the main outlines of the 
attack. 

Waking up early in the morning on 
the blanket bed on the floor of the 
dugout and taking a first peep 
through the sand-bagged entrance, it 
was plain that our best hopes were 
going to be realized and that it would 
be a clear day, with good visibility. 

Visibility Good. 

The sun had not yet appeared, but 
the clouds were few and the ‘éarly 
Hight showed every feature of the 
country.

Cloud Covered Cantigny. 

Some distance up the road was a 
vantage spot whence we got a clear 
view of Cantigny, or the spot where 
it had been.

Cantigny might have been a vol- 
cano in eruption shooting up clouds 
that were first white, then brown, 
then black, while above the air was 
filled with spiral-shaped black 
clouds of exploding shrapnel. — | 

That great smoke cloud was eter- 
nally writhing and twisting and tak- 
ing on new forms as though an- 
guished Cantigny was trying to es- 
cape its fate, but every instant more 
guns flashed. Beside the observa- 
tion post, the cloud grew iarger. 
Finally the smoke streamed off to 
the right. Nearby the American 
gunners were working, stripped to 
their undershirts, dripping with per- 
spiration. We walked over there. 

“This is the fastest firing we've 
ever done,” said one officer. 

To the left new . batteries had 
‘opened and the din was terrific. 
A ‘glance at the watch showed that 
it lacked barely five minutes of the 
“zero” hour. 

Those five minutes passed more 
rapidly and yet more slowly than 
any I had ever experienced. 

Ahead was a green slope, dotted 
with tree, up which our infantry 
was to advance. It was bare and 
empty. It seemed incredible that 
in a few minutes our men would be 
there. 

The smoke drifted in, gradually 
obscuring our view, and our greatest 
fear was that it would drift in so 
far that it would be impossible to 
see the men whom we knew so well 
go to their first attack. 

Smoke Hides Battle. 

At 9 o’clock we looked at one an- 
other. 

“They’re over,’’ we whispered. 

We looked up from our watches 
to find that the smoke clouds had 
drifted down the slope until the 
whole country for miles about Can- 
tigny was obscured by shifting, 
changing vapor from the great caul- 
dron toward which our unseeh men 
were plunging. 

‘We almost groaned our disappoint- 
ment, for in a moment there came a 
little rift in the smoke, revealing 
something moving on the ground. 

Imagine looking at the teeth of a 
black comb through a wire screen 
and having someone pass the comb 
slowly before your eyes. That was 
what it looked like—those black 
teeth, our men were screens by the 
shifting smobe. 

It was only the tiniest glimpse. 
Then the smoke drifted over and 
rose again, but we had seen them 
going forward and upward to Can- 
tigny. 

After a time the smoke spread still 
further. 

Walking back along the road 
where now there were a few belated 
Boche shells coming down, the heavy 
artillery officer said: “From my 
observation post we cofild see them 
for a couple of minutes. They went 
just the way they rehearsed, just 
walked along slowly, keeping fine 
alignment. We could see two or 
three waves and not a single man 
cut of place, following the barrage 
like veterans. We could even see an 
individual man sometimes. 


SEES ALIBI FOR 
RUBBER SUSPECTS 
IN MURDER CASE 


Attorney Indicates Probable 
Defense if They Are Put 
on Trial for Killing of Al- 
leged Accomplice. — 


CLARK AT CINCINNATI, 
IT IS NOW CLAIMED 


Sidler Quoted as Saying Man 
Whose Body Was Found 
in River Was With Them 
Just Before Arrest. 


D. H. Mudge, an attorney of Ed- 
wardsville, Ill. who has been re- 
tained to represent Mrs. May Clark 
and Mrs. Alexander Mackeown and 
who says he will also represent “Big 
Gus” Sidler and Alexander 
keown, charged with robbing the 
Tri-State Bank of Madison, $16,000, 
of which $13,000 was recovered when 
they were arrested, told a Post 
Dispatch reporter today that he 
expected to be able to establish 
an alibi that would clear the. two 
men of the added charge of murder- 
ing J. P. (Ted) Clark, whose body, 
identified by several persons, was 
taken from the Missouri River at 
Fort Bellefontaine on Tuesday. 

He said that if the body was 
Clark's and if Sidler and Mackeown 
were to be charged with his’ death, 
it would have to be shown that he 
was killed between May 16, when 
the bank was robbed, and May 139, 
when the two men were arrested in 
Cincinnati, and the body would, 
therefore, have been in the water 
ot less than nine days. 

Say Clark Was at Cincinnati. 

His information, he said, was that 
Clark was alive when the other two 
men were arrested at Cincinnati. 

Sidler told Supt. Mosher of the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency 
Clark was with him and Mackeown 
in a Cincinnati saloon the day they 
were arrested. Clark left them to 
get a shave and he and Mackeown, 
he says, returned to the hotel, where 
they were arrested. He says Clark 
had a large amount of money, and 
that he was infatuated with ‘‘a little 
doll” in the East and was talking of 
going to Vincennes to meet her. 

He says that the 
heart” note found in the robbers’ 
automobile, abandoned near 
wood, the night after the bank rob- 
bery, was written by Clark to this 
girl. He does not attempt to explain, 
however, why Mrs. Clark was sum- 
moned by telegraph from Chicago to 
Cincinnati if Clark was planning to 
desert her for the ‘“‘little doll.”’ The 
detectives consider it very unlikely 
that Sidler or Mackeown would have 
felt called upon to notify Mrs. Clark 
of Clark’s intentions. 

The theory of the detectives is that 
Sidler was infatuated with Mrs. 
Clark and wired her to join him in 
Cincinnati after Clark had been 
killed. Mrs. Clark has denied the 
body is that of Clark, without view- 
ing it. It was buried yesterday 
afternoon by the county authorities. 

Mrs. Clark also says that her hus- 
band could not have been killed by 
Sidler and Mackeown, because “they 
were not there.’’ 

Her assertion that» it could not be 
the body of her husband was 
prompted by the information that the 
body had been in the water at least 
a week. She was asked if she had 
any information that her husband 
was alive withi nthe past week and 
refused to answer. 

Mrs. Clark and Mrs. Mackeown ar- 
rived in Edwardsville Sunday night 
and registered at the Leland Hotel, 
Mrs. Clark under the name of Mar- 
garet Edwards and Mrs. Mackeown 
under her own name. They left the 
hotel at 11 a. m. Monday and went 
to live at a private residence. Al- 
though they had been instructed by 
the lawyers engaged to defend the 
two men not to go to the jail to see 
them, they went there yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Jailer Ferguson refused to 
let them see the prisoners. 

They did not make their identity 
known. A Post-Dispatch reporter re- 
marked in their hearing that there 
was a telephone call for Mrs. Clark 
and one of the women said she was 
Mrs. Clark. She was invited into the 
jailer’s office and there informed of 
the finding and identification of the 
body and was given a newgpaper ac- 
count to read. She exhibited surprise 
and wept freely.

The 
tragedy followed a friendship ex- 
tending back to the summer. of 1914 
between Dr. David Roberts, a forruer 
State veterinarian, nationally known 
as a manufacturer of proprietary 
medicines for cattle, and Miss 
Lusk who won distinction as an 
educator affer having taken a de- 
gree at the University of Wisconsin. 
At the time she met Dr. Roberts she 
was a teacher in the Waukesha Nor- 
raal School. 

After slaying Mrs. Roberts, Miss 
Lusk tried to kill herself with the 
same revolver. For the past 10 
months she has been held in jail. 
Her trial on a charge of murder be- 
gan May 13. She had entered a plea 
of not guilty, and alco a special plea 
of insanity. 

Dr. Roberts’ Story. 

On the witness stand testifying for 
the prosecution, Dr. Roberts declared 
that Miss Lusk pursued him, struck 
him in the face when he refused to 
say that he cared more for her than 
he did for his wife, and had threat- 
ened him with death unless he told 
Mrs. Roberts of their relations and 
asked for his freedom so that he 
could marry her. 

Miss Lusk in her testimony de- 
clared that t doctor had won her 
sympathy by telling her of his un- 
happy home life and had said that, 
he cared 10,000 times more for her 
than he did for Mrs. Roberts. She 
testified that after Dr. Roberts had 
told his wife, Mrs. Roberts came to 
see her and threatened to have her 
driven out of Waukesha. She said 
that she did not remember shooting 
Mrs. Roberts. | 

Judge Martin Lueck in his in-: 
structions to the jury, late yesterday | 
afternoon, spoke in part as follows: | 

“You will keep in mind that if you | 
should find that Dr. Roberts is more 
to be blamed than the accused for 
the relations that grew up and ex- 
isted between them, it would furnish 
no excuse or justification for the tak- 
ing of the life of Mrs. Roberts. 

“Insanity means such an abnormal 
mental condition from any cause 4s 
to render the accused incapable of 
distinguishing between right and 
wrong at the time of a commission 
of a crime. 

“If you should find that the de- 
fendant was not capable of realizing 


the act she was doing or that it was. 


wrong, your verdict will be not guilty 
because insane, but insanity should 
not be made an excuse for acquittal.

NATION’S THOUGHT 
ON WAR ON THIS 
MEMORIAL DAY 


Country Observing It as One of 
Humiliation and Prayer for 
Overseas Forces. 

By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Memo- 
rial day this year, carrying a deeper 
meaning because of the fuller par- 
ticipation of the United States in 
the war, and more significant be- 
cause of the new American graves 
in France, was observed today by 
the American people as a day of 
public humiliation, prayer and fast- 
ing, in accordance with the procla- 
mation of President Wilson issued in 
response to a resolutiop of Congress 
asking that such a day be set aside. 

While in no manner was the honor 
annually shown to the veterans of 
past wars lessened, yet the thought 
of the nation largely was centered on 
the battlefields of France, where the 
German military. machine is engaged 
in another drive against the forces 
of democracy. 

Official Confidence. 

That American troops are aiding 
in the attempt to stem the German 
tide was a source of satisfaction, as 
well as the recent news that Amer- 
icans have carried out successfully 
their first offensive action. Further 
news of the German offensive was 
awaited with a feeling among higher 
officials here that the attempt to 
beat down the allied resistance would 
fail and that the onrush of the 
Kaiser’s army would soon be stopped. 

In Washington the spirit of the 
President’s proclamation was car- 
ried out. The President planned to 
attend church this morning and this 
afternoon it was expected he would 
be present at the early services at 
Arlington National Cemetery.

Provost 
Marshal-General Crowder announced 
last night that the army staff corps 
will utilize the service of these reg- 
istrants and thus release fighting 
men for the front line. 
Gen. Crowder today issued the first 
call under the new plan. Orders went 
forth to Governors of states for up- 
wards of 9000 men for service in 
spruce production for airplanes. The 
men 
until June 6. After that date a report 
will be made tothe Provost Marshal- 
General, and if there are not suffi- 
cient volunteers allotments will be 
made to the various states to be filled 
by involuntary inductment. Some 
10,000 men of the army are engaged 
in getting out spruce timber in the 
Northwest, and the Signal Corps con- 
stantly is increasing this number. 
Consequently the sending of the new 
mén to this field will constitute no 
new policy, and it is understood that 
it has no relation to complaints that 
the I. W. W. have retarded the out- 
put of spruce.

Japanese composition. Until a firm 
proposal is before Japan, public 
opinion here will not crystallize and 
until that event occurs importance 
need not be attached to newspaper 
comments, which are admittedly not 
enthusiastic for allied intervention in 
Siberia. 

Except among a few Tokio profes- 
sors, there is no desire in Japan for 
a German victory, though her moral 
and army. culture : and prevalent 
ideas are largely German, despite the 
fact that everybody of note talks En- 
glish. There is considerable admira- 
tion for German military achieve- 
ments, leading in one or two cases 
to doubts whether in the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance Japan backed the 
right horse. If there is not more 
enthusiasm for the allied cause, it is 
wholly the fault of inadequate and 
ill-proportioned news given out to 
the Japanese public. 

It is waste of time and it is folly 
to talk to Japan of democracy or in 
terms of high-flown idealism. The 
average Japanese does not compre- 
hend the meaning of democracy. Es- 
sentially practical, the Japanese 
looks to achievement, and the facts 
that go home are not what is said, 
but what has been done. 


BARON GOTO 
GIVES VIEWS 
ON INTERVENTION 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 30.—The Daily 
Mail publishes from its Tokio corre- 
spondent an interview with the Jap- 
anese Foreign Minister, Baron Shim- 
pei Goto, which is remarkable for its 
discussion by question and answer of 
Japan’s good faith toward the allies 
and of the Pro-Germanism attribut- 
ed to Baron Goto in some quarters. 
The interview is mainly concerned 
with the prospects of Japanese inter- 
vention in Siberia. 

Baron Goto said the allies had 
made no formal proposal to Japan 
for such intervention, but that any 
suggestions by the allies would re- 
ceive sympathetic consideration. 
Asked what compensation Japan 
would, demand for intervention, the | 
Baron replied it would depend on 
size of the army, the extent of the | 
theaters of operations and the like. 

“But at the present moment,” he 
said, “we are not thinking of com- 
pensation but only of everything for 
the allied cause, which we have 
faithfully made our own.” 

Concerning the relations of: Japan 
with the United States, Baron Goto 
said that since the steel difficulty had 
been settled Japan no longer had any 
cause for complaint. 

The correspondent suggested that 
Great Britain has been instrumental 
in bringing accord in American and 
Japan relations as she had brought 
accord between Russia and Japan. 
To this Baron Goto replied: 

“You are quite right. Great Bri- 


tain is a factor in bringing America 


and Japan into closer and more cor- 
dial terms. These offices are being 
continued on all sides with the ob- 
ject of strengthening the intimacy 
and fellowship of the allies.” 

Questioned concerning the Japa- 
nese politicians who the correspond- 
ent said appeared to regret that Ja- 
pan was not allied with Germany, 
Baron Goto said. 

“I do not say there are not such 
men among us, but temporary polit- 
ical partisanship should not be mis- 
takén for solid convictions.” 

Coming to the question of accusa- 
tions of. his alleged pro-Germanism, 
Baron Goto spoke as follows: 

‘I stayed in Germany for many 
years and studied there and people 


not pro-German at all. I am not | = 
anti-English. I am Japanese, shar- 
ing the national views regarding our 
international relationship.”’ 
Emphasizing this point Baron Goto 
insisted that it was impossible that 
he could be\pro-German © because 
“Germany is Aan enemy.” But he 
declined to disctss what he described 
as the meaningless question whether 


he believed in the permanency of = 


the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 
In reply to a question concerning 


allegations that Japan was in the = 


fight only for materialistic ends, the 
Foreign Minister satd: 

“Japan had no particular reason 
to go to war with Germany. She 
came in in obedience to obligations 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance—-to 
keep the faith. The facts are thre 
to justify us.” 

Baron Goto expressed the fear that 
the war might be protracted but he 
was confident of an allied victory.

Draft Appeals Board, in opening the 
Coliseum meeting, said they were the 
only drafted men in the entire coun- 
try to show’such desire to become 
good soldiers and predicted that 


be two weeks ahead of all the other 
500,000 Class 1 men of the United 
States, declaring further that they 
would maintain’ that »advantage 
throughout the war. 

. 1176 Men in Line. . 

' The men ‘marched by wards, each 
Ward displaying a banner that dis- 
Closed its identity. A Post-Dispatch. 
reporter counted 1176 marching men. 
There were none but Class 1 men in 
the parade, except musicians and a 
squad of four mounted policemen. 

' The police had an easier task of 
clearing the way than for any of the 
numerous war-time demonstrations 
in which St. Louis has engaged, for 
though the marching of the drafted 
men, already beginning to show ear- 
marks of soldiers, easily was one of 
the most impressive spectacles that 
has been given the city, there were 
few of the city’s population present 
to see it. The start was made in 
Twelfth street, with only a small 
Mumber, mostly proud women folk, 
to give applause. 

Was Uncrowded. 
fhe route out Locust street was 
uncrowded, and when the marchers 
entered the Coliseum to the music of 
their bands, their flags waving, only 

a small fringe of people in the bal- 
cony cheered down on them. The 
‘lower fioor had been reserved for 
the marchers. 

As the marchers took their chairs, 
18 men, each bearing aloft a. huge 
| fleg, entered and lined up side by 
| gide so that they formed a back 
| drup of color for the speaker's stand. 
‘The flags were alternately American 
and Italian and were carried by 
“members of the United Italian Socie- 
thes of St. Louis.

| Of the many holidays recognized by different 
peoples, but two are of common observance. One 
commemorates an event of such supreme impor- 
tance that the Christian era dates from dt, the 
Christmas anniversary.

EGETABLES just out of the 
garden taste best when sim- 
Ply cooked—steamed,. boiled 

or baked—and served with a little 

salt, butter, milk or cream. Often a 

heavily-seasoned sauce covers up the 

more desirable vegetable flavor. 
Overcooking of vegetables impairs 
their flavor. 
are destroyed, while vegetables with 
strong flavors, such as cabbage or 


| onions, become disagreeably strong 


if cooked too long. Overcooking also 
destroys the attractive color of some 
vegetables. 

Cook summer vegetables as soon 
after they are gathered as you can, 
in order to preserve the flavor. If 
they must be kept over, keep in the 
icebox or some other cool place. 

Let wilted vegetables soak in cold 
water to freshen them. If vegetables 
must stand after paring, covering 
| with cold water will prevent wilting 
and .discoloration. 


EFORE cooking, put head vege- 

tables and greens in cold water 

for an hour, with one tablespoon of 

vinegar, to remove insects, then wash 
very carefully. 

Drain all boiled vegetables as soon 
as tender—they become soggy if they 
are allowed to stand undrained after 
cooking. The water drained off may 
be saved for soup stock. 

Most vegetables should be conked 
in sma]l am@unt of water, because a 
part of the mineral salts dissolves 
out into the water, and is lost if 
the water is thrown away. © Covwk 
whole wher possible. 

Tender spinach or lettuce leaves 
require no added water for cook- 
ing. If thoroughly washed, enough 
\water will cling to the leaves to pre- 
vent their burning. * 

Delicately flavored vegetables 
should be steamed or cooked slowly 
in a small amount of boiling water 


until tender and the water boils away. 


TRONG-FLAVORED _ vegetables 
may be cooked uncovered in a 
large amount of rapidly boiling wa- 
ter, and the water changed sevcral! 
times during cooking. 

Starchy vegetables should be put 
on to cook. in a sufficiently large 
amount of boiling water to cover 
them. Boil gently, and keep kettle 
covered. 

The time required for cooking 
vegetables depends on the kind, siz, 
and age of the vegetable. You must 
use your judgment in deciding when 
they are done, but a time-table may 
help you.

INCE Memorial day was institut- 
ed it has been customary on this 
day to decorate with flowers’ the 
graves of the dead who in their lives 
gave service to their country. Now- 
adays such decoration is not confined 
merely to the resting places of those 
whg rendered patriotic servicé, but is 
extended to graves generally of those 
whose surviving relatives and friends 
are influenced by the sentiment of 
the day.

popular flower for use on Memorial 
day, and is always available in one 
or other of its types. 
_ ‘There are, of course, plenty of 
other flowers obtainable, roses, car- 
nations, Easter lilies, callas, pansies 
and the like, and shrub flowers. 

At many functions in honor of the 
day the new rose, Francis Scott Key. 
is a feature of the floral decorations. 


This rose originated in Baltimore, 
and was named for the author of our 
national anthem.

Cheerful Dining Room 
Easy to Decorate _ 


Furnishings Should Be Plain and Restful to the Eye— 
How Old-Style Furniture With Much Carving 
May Be Improved.

CHEERFUL dining room ex- 
A erts a strong influence on the 
health and comfort of thc 
whole family. Gloomy surroundings 
have an injurious effect on .the 
nerves of most people, sometimes 
making them melancholy or giving 
them a feeling of peevish dissatisfac- 
tion. If you think this is far-fetched 
just try to remember how you felt 
on entering the ugly dining room 
of a dingy hotel or boarding house. 
The nature of its furnishings makes 
the dining room rather more formal 
than most other rooms in the house 
or flat, and for this reason it’ is 
easier to furnish consistently than 
the living room. 

Select furniture that is dignified 
and conservative in design rather 
than something more pretentious and 
ornate. The size and shape of the 
furniture selected should of course 
depend on the dimensions of the 
room. Modern reproductions of Co- 
lonial, Sheraton or Adam styles are 
among the most restful and satisfac- 
tory models, the long low sideboards 
or buffets of such sets being most 
attractive. 


Yo or Craftsman furniture 

is good, too, though it lacks 
the graceful lines of the 
styles just mentioned and is often 
rather too large and clumsy for 
small rooms. But whatever kind of 
furniture you decide on let the de- 
sign be simple. Don’t let anyone per- 
suade you ‘to buy a sideboard with 
a high ornate top or chairs with 
many curves and curlicues in the 
backs. Such things, besid being in 
bad taste, have long be out of 
fashion. The modern sidebéard, if 
it is worth buying, is low with sim- 
ple lines and is made without shelves 
or mirror above it or has plain, low 
shelves. 

If you have been’ unfortunate 
enough to inherit or in an unwary 
moment to buy such a thing as an 
ugly high sideboard, it can he im- 
proved by a little skillful surgery. 


A CERTAIN sideboard that  be- 


longed to a friend of mine was 
a family relic of the ’80s. It 
was of light polished oak with the 


Dupont. 


lower part built upon regular rect- 
angular lines which, barring some 


splotches 6f meaningless carving, 


was not objectionable. Not so the 
top, which had a large expanse of 
mirror flanked each side with bevies 
of useless shelves supported by 
turned pillars and bordered by bal- 
ustrades. The whole structure was 
topped by what looked like the roof 
of a porch. 

My friend asked me what to do 
with it and I told him the only way 
was to remove the top, which could 
never be made to look like anything 
but a barber’s wall fitments or the 
back of a bar. The mirror was taken 
out, put in a white enameled frame 
and used for a glass to hang over 
the dressing table in a bedroom. All 
the “gingerbread” work surround- 
ing it was used for firewood. 

After these things were removel 
the sideboard assumed an air of 
modest dignity that it never had be- 
fore. It was then washed in strong 
ammonia and water ‘to remove the 
varnish, and stained a dark Flemish 
oak. A set of plain shelves the same 
length as the sideboard and stained 
the same color was set on the top of 
this sideboard to hold pretty china. 
The top could, if preferred, have 
been left plain and a long colonial 
mirror, one of the kind divided in 
three portions with moldings, hung 
just above it. 


INING-ROOM wall papers 
D should either be plain or have 

two-toned geometrical figures. 
Striped papers are sometimes used 
and also tapestry papers. Warm, 
light tones should be used for rooms 
having a northern exposure and col- 
ors ljke grays and greens should be 
put in rooms having a great deal of 
sunlight. This does not, however, 
interfere with any preference one 
may have, as all colors with the ex- 
ception of yellow or red can be had 
in either a warm or a cool tone. 

For floor coverings rugs are great- 
ly to be preferred to carpets. The 
usual plan is to have a large square 
rug in the center of the room, al- 
though sometimes two smaller rugy 
are used on each side of the table.

DENVER, Colo., May . 30.—This 
time it was John the Barber 
himself who was trimmed beautiful- 
ly.
